Mr. Carter, saying to a ques- 
tioner there would be no fur- 
ther contacts until the PLO 
changed its attitude to Israel, 
added : ‘T have good hopes the 
Palestinians nwH the Arab na- 
tions can get together - - among 
themselves first of all - - and 
that when they -- the Arabs 
and Israel - - get to Geneva this 
year, there will be an adequate 
basis for progress.” 

He was referring to the pro- 
posed resumption of the Mid- 
dle East peace conference at 
Geneva. 

Israel was displeased , that the 
PLO was invited to the recep- 
tion, but Mr. Carter said he had 
not objected to it 

Israeli Ambassador Qwim 
Herzog, who also attended the 
reception, did not comment on 
the incident but said he regret- 
ted that "a representative of an 
organisation calling for the de- 
struction of a member state of 
the U.N. should appear in this 
building and was invited to this 
reception.” 

In his speech to the UX de- 
legates earlier, Mr. Carter call- 
ed for a strengthening of the 
international machiner y to pro- 
tect human rights. 

Although he did not name 
any specific countries last 
night, Mr. Garter said since all 
member states bad signed the 
UX charter pledging respect 
for niman rights, “No member 
of the UX. can cl a im that mis- 
treatment of its c i t fa ftna is so- 
lely its own business.” 

Mr. Hezzog hailed Mr. Car- 
ter’s address, particularly his 
emphasis on human rights, and 
said : “It is about time some- 
one of the stature of the pre- 
sident of the United States 
made a statement on human 
rights in the way he did to a 
forum, the majority of whose 
members represent regimes 
which not only do not recogni- 
se human rights, but are tram- 
pling them underfoot” 

Algerian Ambassador Abdul 
Latif Rahal, a leading Third 
World spokesman, said he was 
happy with the principles stat- 
ed by Mr. Carter, but added : 
“We are waiting for something 
more concrete.”

The decree made clear that 
ft would cover only crimes co- 
mmitted until last Dec. 15, the 
date of a national referendum 
Which overwhelmingly approved 
the government's political refo- 
rm plans. 

pJ^mmnn criminals also had 
their sentences cut by a quar- 
ter and prisoners jaded for mo- 
netary. offences like .currency 
smuggling were pardoned. 

But the pardons granted by 
the new decree had one condi- 
tion -- that the prisoners invol- 
ved do not commit the same cr- 
imes in the next five years. 

legal sources said the first 
prisoners were expected to be 
freed next week. 

The amnesty yesterday exte- 
nded a previous one granted 
by King Juan Carlos last July. 
It included those accused of te- 
rrorism or possession of firea- 
rms and- explosives -- charges 
under which many Basques are 
in prison.

PLO factions hammer out a 
“fighting, talking” platform 


CAIRO, March 18 (R). — Pa- 
lestinian doves and hawks opp- 
osed to a political settlement 
of the Middle East onflict to- 
day appeared to be nearing a 
compromise on a platform of 
“fighting and talking.” 

The opposing sides today dis- 
cussed two political statements 
drafted after six days of hea- 
ted debate at the Palestine Na- 
tional Council (PNC) meeting 
aimed at narrowing the gap be- 
tween moderates and hard-lin- 
ers. 

Delegates predicted that the 
final draft would reflect a tou- 
gher stand on how to solve the 
conflict in the volatile Middle 


ROME, March 18 (R). — Spor- 
adic violence broke out on the 
fringes of strike rallies in se- 
veral Italian cities today as mi- 
llions stopped work to protest 
against government anti-infla- 
tion policies. 

But official sources in res- 
ponse to the trade union press- 
ure, said the International Mo- 
netary Fund (IMF) insists the 
government continue these pol- 
icies as a condition for a $530 
million loan to Italy. 

The unions called out over 
10 million workers all over It- 
aly except Rome to protest ag- 
ainst the government measu- 
res, which seek to limit large 
rises, and to demand more ac- 
tion to boost development of 
the impoverished south. 

In Naples, Communist Union 
leader Luciano Lama declared : 
“The real, essential aim of this 
strike is the conquest of a new 
economic policy, based on in- 
vestment and employment (and 
that) the south should be the 
beneficiary of this change.” 

Several thousand extremist 
students heckled Em and scu- 
ffled with union stewards. Po- 
lice fired at least one tear gas 
grenade to disperse them. 

In Milan, student extremists 
broke away from the main ra- 
lly, and police said pistol shots 
were fired against one company 
office.

Carter signs 
Rhodesian 
chrome ban 

WASHINGTON, March 18 (R). 
— President Carter today sig- 
ned legislation reimposing the 
UA. ban on the import of Rh- 
odesian chrome, bringing the 
United States in line again with 
United Nations economic san- 
ctions against Rhodesia. 

Mr. Carter said at the White 
House signing ceremony that 
the legislation probably bad as 
much symbolic importance in 
international affairs as any he 
had yet signed. 

The president, who had sou- 
ght the reimposition of the em- 
bargo, said the biU put the Uni- 
ted States back on tbe side of 
the United Nations and in a po- 
sition to help work towards 
racial harmony in Rhodesia and 
Southern Africa. 

The president said the em- 
bargo would go into effect im- 
mediately, although ships alr- 
eady on their way to the Uni- 
ted states with Rhodesian chro- 
me would be allowed to deli- 
ver their cargoes.

The key issues dividing the 
unions, the government and the 
IMF concern a proposed block 
on company pay rises beyond 
nationally agreed rates, and pr- 
eventing indirect taxation from 
being reflected in cost of living 
indexed pay increments. 

Prime Minister Giulio Andre- 
otti and his minority Christian 
Democrat cabinet discussed the 
IMF demands, wEch include 
bringing inflation below 10 per 
cent in 1978, at a cabinet mee- 
ting today. 


ANKARA, March 18 (R). — 
Turkish Foreign Minister Jh- 
san Sabri Caglayangil arrived 
here today at the end of a five- 
day visit to the Soviet Union. 

Mr. Caglayangil told report- 
ers at Ankara's Esenboga air- 
port that he had “very friend- 
ly and constructive talks” with 
Soviet Foreign Minister Andrei 
Gromyko. 

The two countries signed 
three separate agreements on 
Tuesday in Moscow, covering 
Soviet economic aid to Turkey, 
prevention of civilian aircraft 
hijacking and technical and 
scientific cooperation. 

In a joint communique issued 
after the visit, the two. sides 
said that a political document 
covering friendly relations and 
cooperation “would soon be si- 
gned at a high-level meeting.” 

Observers noted that the do- 
cument has been under discus- 
sion since Soviet Premier Ale- 
xei Kosygin visited Turkey hi 
December 1975, but this was 
the first official indication that 
its signing was imminent. 


ch the Rejection Front was li- 
kely to agree after another 
round of heated debate included 
a call for an “escalation of po- 
litical and military action aga- 
inst the Zionist enemy.” 

The sources said that the dr- 
aft reaffirmed tbe programme 
adopted in 1974, which categ- 
orically ruled out Palestinian 
attendance at a reconvened Ge- 
neva Middle East peace confere- 
nce on the basis of United Na- 
tions resolution 242 which def- 
ined the Palestinian issue as a 
refugee problem. 

The draft, according to the 
sources, insists that the pro- 
blem of the Palestinians driven 
from their homes when Israel 
was created in 1948 was the 
core of the Arab-Israeli dispute 
and the crux of the Middle Ea- 
st problem. 

Although commando leader 
Yasser Arafat yesterday gave 
a qualified welcome to United 
States President Jimmy Car- 
ter's latest statements in the 
Middle East, the majority of de- 
legates to the council felt dis- 
appointment and disillusion, de- 
legates said. 

Delegates said there was ob- 
jection to Mr. Carter's choice 
* j of the word “refugees” and one 
moderate remarked that many 
PNC members had taken the 
remark as an outright provo- 
cation. 

Their view was reflected by 
PNC spokesman Mahmoud Lab- 
badi who told a press confer- 
ence “we are a people, we are 
not refugees." 

Mr. Awwad said that Presi- 
dent Carter’s definition of gen- 
uine peace was identical with 
Israel's interpretation and said 
the American president should 
clarify precisely what he meant 
by “homeland” and where it sh- 
ould be established. 

Delegates here said that one 
outcome of the discussion on 
the draft political statement 
could be the emergence of a re- 
cognised opposition block in the 
PLO, with a- measure of mutual 
control over the activities of 
hawks and doves. 

Delegates said the two sides 
were close to tacit agreement 
that the Rejection Front would 
in future be a form of recog- 
nised opposition to the what 
a hard-line delegate described 
as “the PLO government.” 


The communique expressed 
satisfaction that bilateral rela- 
tions were developing. 

This contributed to stability 
in the region, and to peace and 
detente generally, it added. 

It noted the two nations’ ex- 
panding economic cooperation, 
and said the agreements signed 
in Moscow would further im- 
prove this. 

Discussing international iss- 
ues, the two sides called for .an 
end to the arms race. 

The communique said they 
exchanged views on Cyprus, 
and agreed that the problem 
could be solved through direct 
negotiations between toe islan- 
d's Greek and Turkish commu- 
nities. 

Urging a lasting Middle East 
settlement, they called for wi- 
thdrawal of Israeli forces from 
Arab lands occupied in 1967, 
for recognition of the legal ri- 
ghts of toe Palestinians, and 
immediate reconvening of the 
Geneva conference with the Pa- 
lestine Liberation Organisation 
participating.

BEIRUT, March 18 (Agencies). 
— Seven hundred Christian vil- 
lagers today blocked the en- 
trance to Lebanon’s presiden- 
tial palace for two hours in 
support of demands for pro- 
tection against sectarian kill- 
ings following the assassination 
of leftist leader Kamal Junblatt 

After arguing with security 
forces guarding toe palace, a 
deputation of 25 was allowed 
in to set the demands before 
President Elias Sarkis. 

The villagers arrived in a 
convoy of cars and buses to 
protest against the massacre 
of more than 100 Chris tians 
in the Shouf mountains by in- 
furiated members of Mr. Jun- 
blatt ’s Druze community. 

The exact number of people 
to have died in the reprisals 
was not known, with Camille 
Chamoun, leader of the right- 
wing National Liberal Party, 
putting the figure at about 80, 
and the Phalangist Voice of Le- 
banon radio saying it was mo- 
re than 100. 

But independent sources said 
64 people, all of them Chris- 
tians, were slaughtered in re- 
prisal for the assassination. 

Five thousand Arab peace- 
keeping troops have already 
been sent into the Shouf moun- 
tains, the electoral fief of Mr. 
Junblatt, since the reprisal kil- 
lings began. 

Many of the dead were them- 
selves supporters of Mr. Jim- 
blattis Progressive Socialist 
Party (PRP), their families said. 

Lebanon as a whole was ten- 
se but quiet today after Wed- 
nesday’s assassination and yes- 
terday’s funeral of Mr. Jun- 
blatt The funeral was attended 
by tens of thousands of Druze. 

Tension in Beirut was noti- 
ceably less, although a few ex- 
plosions disturbed Western di- 
stricts of the city during the 
night 

More people ventured out 
into the streets, which were 
practically deserted yesterday, 
and several shop were open. 
Schools remained dosed, how- 
ever.

Niflieiri arrives 
in Mogadishu 

ADDIS ABABA, March 18 (R). 
— Sudanese President Jaafar 
Nimeiri has arrived in Mogadi- 
shu for talks with Somali lea- 
der Mohamed Siad Baxre prior 
to a four-power summit in the 
southern Red Sea area, inform- 
ed sources said here today. 

President Nimeiri is to join 
tbe leaders of Somalia, North 
Yemen, and South Yemen on 
Tuesday for a conference whi- 
ch will consider developments 
in one of the most fluid politi- 
cal situations in the Third 
World, the sources said. 

The summit follows a visit to 
toe area by Cuban leader Fidel 
Castro, who stopped off in 
South Yemen, Somalia and the 
other main force in the region, 
Ethiopia, before moving on to 
Tanzania yesterday. 

Sources here said Dr. Castro 
flew out of Addis Ababa for 
an unknown destination on We- 
dnesday, at about the same 
time that Presidrat Said Barre 
commandered a jet in Moga- 
dishu. 

Both men were away for 
about 24 hours, the sources 
said, feeding speculation that 
they, and possibly one of Eth- 
iopia’s military leaders, had 
met secretly. 

President Nimeiri’s last offi- 
cial stop was in Oman before 
arriving is Mogadishu yester- 
day. 

Somalia and Ethiopia have 
long-standing rival claims to a 
huge piece of territory south- 
east of here, while the military 
rulers here are 1 Involved in a 
dispute with the Sudan over 
President Nimeiri’s support for 
guerrillas operating in the Red 
Sea province of Eritrea. 

Ethiopian head of state Me- 
ngistu Hahe-Maziam suggested 
for the first time this week 
that his country, Somalia, 
South Yemen and a fully inde- 
pendent government in the 
French territory of toe Afars 
and Issas should form an “anti- 
imperialist front” 

On the other fowl Somalia 
is being encouraged to join a 
political alliance formed recen- 
tly between the Sudan, Egypt 
and Syria.

Dipiomatic sources here spe- 
culated on the possible identity 
and motives of the assassins, 
who appeared to have planned 
the minder with the care which 
a professional intelligence ser- 
vice might take. 

The sources discounted the 
possibility that the Christians 
of the Shouf were responsible, 
although the first reaction of 
their fellow villagers was to 
blame them. 

The immediate effect of the 
murder was to inflame passions 
among Mr. Junblatfs support- 
ers. 

This would almost certainly 
have erupted into open warfare 
but for the presence of nearly 
30,000 Arab peacekeeping tro- 
ops in the country. 

The long-term effect is that 


the Lebanese left is deprived 
of its only leader of major po- 
litical standing and that toe Pa- 
lestinian commandos are rob- 
bed of their most influential Le- 
banese friend. 

Although he had been in po- 
litical eclipse for several mon- 
ths, moves were already afoot 
to end the hostility between Mr. 
Junblatt and Syria. 

' Syrian Economy Minister Ja- 
mil Shaya arrived today at Mu- 
khtara, home town of the as- 
sassinated Lebanese leader, to 
express the condolences of Pre- 
sident Hafez Assad to Mr. Wa- 
lid Junblatt 

Contact between Mr. Jun- 
blatt and Syrian leaders was 
broken off about a year ago be- 
cause of their differences con- 
cerning the Lebanese civil war. 

Had he lived, Mr. Junblatt 
could have been expected to be 
Lebanon's most forceful oppon- 
ent of any action to push the 
Palestinian commandos into po- 
litical and military ineffective- 
ness, communist diplomats 
said. 

Meanwhile, a supporter of 
Mr. Junblatt who was detained 
by Syrian troops, has been re- 
leased, parliamentary sources 
said today. 

They said Mr. Zaher A1 Kha- 
tib, a deputy from Mr. Jun- 
blatt’s region, was freed last 
night after being detained on 
his way home from the dead 
leader's funeral. 


6 opposition leaders 
arrested in Pakistan 


ISLAMABAD, March 18 (AFP). 
— Six top Pakistani opposition 
leaders were today in custody 
following a series of arrests 
since yesterday. 

Five of the six are leaders 
of the Pakistani National Allia- 
nce (PNA). Arrested during the 
night were Mar. Azghar Khan, 
Begum Wali Khan. Mauiana 
Noorani. and Sardar Khan Kaz- 
arL 

PNA Chairman Mauiana Mu- 
fti Mahmoud was arrested this 
afternoon in Peshawar, repor- 
tedly after leading an anti-go- 
vernment demonstration. A sixth 
leader, Chaudry Ahmed Ali, Se- 
cretary General of the Jama at- 1- 
Islami religious Party, was arr- 
ested in Lahore during a simi- 
lar demonstration. 

Of the major opposition lea- 
ders, only PNA Secretary Ge- 
neral Prof. Ghafoor Ah- 
med remains at liberty. 

The arrests followed four da- 
ys of troubles in almost all Pa- 
kistan’s big cities. In violation 
of the law against mass mee- 
tings opposition militants daily 
gathered outside mosques and 
chanted slogans attacking Pri- 
me Minister Zulfekar Ali Bhu- 
tto. ‘ 

Police used guns on several 
occasions, killing 10 persons 
and wounding many others. The 
authorities claim the police only 
started shotting when they were 
In danger. 


Mr. Bhutto meanwhile made 
three overtures to the opposi- 
tion, offering to discuss any- 
thing with them except the re- 
sults of the March 7 elections, 
which the opposition' claims we- 
re rigged. 

Mr. Bhutto described toe el- 
ections as a “settled matter". 

The opposition, which recei- 
ved some 6,000,000 votes aga- 
inst the Bhutto party's 10,000,- 
000, continues to insist on new 
elections being held. 

Prof. Ghafoor Ahmed reitera- 
ted at a press conference today 
that it was not merely a ques- 
tion of a few parliamentary se- 
ats but one of principle, beca- 
use the popular will had been 
flouted. 

The government meanwhile 
has been taking measures in an- 
ticipation of trouble. This mor- 
ning, for tbe first time, soldi- 
ers in combat gear, and not 
police, were stationed at toe 
starting points where Oppo- 
sition rallies were scheduled for 
this afternoon in Rawalpindi, 
Lahore and Karachi.

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Unhistoric handshake 

U.S. President Jimmy Carter shook hands in New 
York Thursday evening with an official PLO repre- 
sentative, and, so far, the sky has not fallen down, 
floods have not covered the United States and little 
chil dren all over the world have not been struck by 
thunderbolts hurled down by angered gods. In fact, 
things are pretty much where they were before Mr. 
Carter shook hands with the PLO man, and the great 
hand-shaking episode will not prove to be anything 
more than a reflection of the overblown curiosity and 
predatory lust of people who place form before sub- 
stance. It is significant, perhaps, that Mr. Carter only 
shook hands with Mr. Hassan Abdul Rahman, the 
PLO delegate at the U.N. reception where the little 
drama took place, but that he did not exchange words 
with him. Mr. Abdul Rahman asked Mr. Carter how 
he was, and Mr. Carter simply smiled and did not 
reply. Perhaps, in fact, Mr. Carter was not feeling 
well, his malaise being reflected in a sudden inability 
to verbalise his condition? Perhaps Mr. Carter was 
stunned that a PLO man would ask such a conven- 
tional question, instead of trying to hijack the 
reception? And furthermore, did they shake hands 
vigorously, or meekly? Did they look each other in 
the eye, or did they make hand contact only, without 
eye contact? Are these important questions, or are 
they as silly as the whole matter of the importance 
of Mr. Carter shaking hands with the PLO? 

Surely, the White House had gone to great pains 
beforehand to let everybody know that the U.S. had 
not changed its views of the PLO, a point that Mr. 
Carter repeated immediately after he shook hands 
with Mr. Abdul Rahm an. Given the circumstances of 
the reception arrangement, Mr. Carter did not have 
a chance. If he shook hands with the PLO man, he’d 
be criticised for doing so; if he didn’t shake hands, 
he’d be criticised for not doing so. The only way he 
really could have avoided the silly matter was to have 
avoided the reception altogether. There are circum- 
stances in which this handshake would have been of 
real significance. This was not one of them. ■ 

The real interest that Mr. Carter has generated 
this month has been the result of his statements, par- 
ticularly about the need for the Palestinians to have 
a “homeland”, for an almost total Israeli withdrawal 
from occupied Arab territories and for the Arabs and 
the Israelis to hammer out a peace among themsel- 
ves. His line of thinking to date is proving to be 
sensible on most points, because he appears to be 
taking the interests of all parties into concern, and 
not only the interests of Israel. No wonder they’re 
worried about handshakes in Tel Aviv. 


ARAB PRESS COMMENTARY 


All Jordanian dailies comm- 
ented once again in their Friday 
editorials on the speech His Ma- 
jesty King Hussein delivered 
on Teachers’ Day Wednesday, 
in which he warned Jordanians 
against the enemy's conspira- 
cies aimed at breaking up Jor- 
dan’s national unity. 

AL RA’I says that His Ma- 
jesty in his speech warned ag- 
ainst a conspiracy being wo- 
ven in the dark to strike at 
Arab solidarity, which has been 
cemented by the various mee- 
tings among Arab leaders. Jor- 
dan’s role in achieving Arab 
solidarity has been instrumental 
and effective, in particular with 
Jordan sticking to its constant 
policy that peace will not be 
achieved in the area without a 
total Israeli withdrawal from 
all occupied territories. This fi- 
rm position constitutes a great 
danger to the enemy’s plans, 
which brought its leaders to de- 
clare more than once that His 
Majesty King Hussein is Israel’s 
major enemy. Israel and its su- 
pporters will unveil soon the 
conspiracies which they are pre- 
paring against Jordan, the pa- 
per added. It is always the mo- 
derates that are exposed to su- 
ch plots, the paper says. With 
this in mind, the paper adds, 
we should heed the warning 
of our leader and, armed with 
our civic and political awaren- 
ess, our only weapon, try to 
meet these challenges to safe- 
guard our national unity. 

AL DUSTOUR, says that the 
“Jordanian model" was and st- 
ill is a positive factor which , 
has helped to preserve stabili- 
ty in the region, through its lo- 
cal, Arab and international ac- 
tion. It has also played an ins- 
trumental role in bolstering Ar- 
ab solidarity, the paper adds. It 
was but natural for His Majesty 
to have outlined and emphas- 
ised the characteristics of that 
model. It has always been the 
rock against which enemy wa- 
ves were broken and still con- 
stitutes the only obstacle to 
the implementation of the ene- 
my's designs. On the national 
level, Jordan is known for the 
unity among its various "groups, 


and their will to work for pro- 
gress which has enabled the 
country to become a factor of 
stability in the region. On the 
Arab level, Jordan, inspired by 
the wise leadership of His Ma- 
jesty. has always worked for 
Arab unity and Arab strength. 
On the international level, Jor- 
dan, with its understanding and 
exact analysis of influencing fa- 
ctors ruling the international 
scene, has succeeded in obta- 
ining a privileged place within 
the International community 
and has become the Arabs’ ra- 
tional voice, listened to with se- 
riousness and respect. The ac- 
tion of Jordan through these 
three levels has made it the 
target for conspiracies by an 
enemy which cannot face a ra- 
tional opponent capable of un- 
masking its plans. However, 
whatever plots they plan Jor- 
dan will continue to increase 
in strength to serve the Arab 
cause, the paper concluded. 

AL SHA’B, says that His Ma- 
jesty's speech should be con- 
sidered a nationl document, as 
it contains the fundamentals for 
a successful Arab action. Jor- 
dan. has faced since 1967, nu- 
merous pressures to bring it 
to accept unilaterally a settle- 
ment with the Zionist aggress- 
or. However, Jordan, the paper 
says, despite the many difficult 
situations in which it has found 
itself has always refused to do 
so and has stood firmly by posi- 
tion : .The total withdrawal of 
Israel from occupied territories. 
Jordan has also stood firmly by 
its policy of calling for Arab un- 
ity to work in a positive and 
rational manner. Jordan’s em- 
phasis on these two points has 
had the effect of bolstering Ar- 
ab unity and unveiling the des- 
igns of the Zionist enemy, he- 
nce the enemy’s conspiracies 
directed toward Jordan, to ma- 
ke it budge from its positions 
which threaten Israel's existe- 
nce and convictions. We should 
be alert and ready to negate 
any attempt to strike at our 
national unity, as His Majesty 
warned in his speech, .the pa- 
per concluded. 



Controversial communique claims 
Liberian recognition of Red China 


TAIPEI, March 17 (AFP). — 
While the Chinese Communists 
appear more flexible in estab- 
lishing relations with foreign 
countries, the Nationalists se- 
em as persistent as before in 
breaking off formal ties with 
governments electing to re- 
cognise Peking. 

Observers here noted with 
interest a missing clause in 
the joint communique on the 
establishmen t of diplomatic re- 
lations between Liberia and 
Communist China on February 
22 . 

The communique simply st- 
ated that the two governments 
decided to establish diplomatic 
relations at ambassadorial le- 
vel and to exchange ambassa- 
dors. 

Yet, the ' Chinese version as 
provided by the New China 
News Agency had the follow- 
ing clause which was missing 
in the English version: The 
government of the Republic of 
Liberia recognises the govern- 
ment of the People’s Republic 
of China as sole legal govern- 
ment of China. 

The status of Taiwan was 
not included in the joint com- 
munique. There was also con- 
tradiction over the date of the 
establishment of diplomatic re- 
lations. The Chinese Commu- 
nists made it February 17, whi- 
le the Liberian government had 
it as February 22. 

Local observers said that 
obviously the communique was 
so hastily worked out that it 
indicated Peking’s eagerness to 
utilise the Liberian recognition 
as a. stimulus in the wake of 
domestic instability. 

it also showed that Com- 
munist China was willing to 
sacrifice principles for prag- 
matic purposes, a ranking Na- 
tionalist Chinese government 
official asserted. 

On the other hand, however, 
the Nationalist Chinese gove- 
rnment appears more consis- 
tent in breaking off its diplo- 
matic ties with any govern- 
ment that chooses to extend 
diplomatic recognition to their 

Chinese Communist rival gov- 

ernment In P eking . 

Government sources said 
that there had been a number 
of governments which wished 
to maintain diplomatic rela- 
tions with Taipei while estab- 
lishing formal ties with Pek- 
ing, a Two-China policy, so to 
speak. Such advices, however, 
have all been disregarded by 
the Nationalist government 

But the Nationalist state- 
ments on breaking off relations 
with foreign governments have 
also become shorter and clean- 
er, having abandoned previous 
harsh remarks condemning the 
Chinese Communists and blam- 
ing the third party for short- 
sightedness. 

A ranking official of the fore- 
ign ministry told this corres- 
pondent, **we have refrained 
from making such comments 
in the hope that these govern- 
ments will pay us due respect 
in the long run.” 

Chinese Communist flexibi- 
lity in setting forth terms on 
esta bl i shi ng diplomatic rela- 
tions frith foreign countries 
was not introduced recently 
but had been witnessed before. 


In October, 1972, Peking sig- 
ned the shortest and simplest 
joint communique with West 
Germany without any strings 
attached. 

The 35-word statement did 
not mention Peking’s usual cl- 
aim to Taiwan. Nor did it say 
a single word about any West 
German stand on the Nation- 
alist island such as Canada 
and Japan did 'in understand- 
ing and respecting Peking’s 
position. 

This first so-called ’dean 
joint communique’, agreed to 
by Communist China, perhaps 
was an indication then that 
Peking was no -longer obses- 
sed with the Taiwan problem 
when the United States and 
Japan, two of Taiwan’s strong- 
est supporters, had shaken 
hands with the Chinese Com- 
munist regime. 

Earlier in 1972, U.S. Presi- 
dent Richard Nixon paid his 
historic visit to Peking and ex- 
pressed his government’s in- 
tention not to challenge the in- 
dentical advocacy of both the 
Chinese Nationalists and Com- 
munists that there is only one 
China, and that Taiwan is part 
of the Chinese territory. 

Nevertheless, the briefest, 
one-paragraph joint communi- 
que that Communist China sig- 
ned with West Germany was 
most expressive of the eager- 
ness on the part of the Chine- 
se Communists to establish for- 
mal ties with major powers of 
the outside world, in spite of 
the fact that Taipei had already 
been replaced by Peking at the 
United Nations a year ago. 


The communique, which was 
then described by foreign ob- 
servers as a reflection of good 
diplomacy, was, however, sign- 
ed against the background of 
the handshake between China's 
idealogicai rival Soviet Russia 
and the West German govern- 
ment earlier in the year. 

Typical of Chinese Commu- 
nist terms in establishing dip- 
lomatic ties with foreign gov- 
ernments is a statement in the 
joint communique that. Taiwan 
is an inalienable part" of the 
territory of the People’s Repub- 
lic of China, in addition to the 
clause concerning recognising 
Peking as the sole legal gov- 
ernment. 

Britain and India, which 
were the earliest countries to 
extend diplomatic recognition 
to the Chinese Communist Gov- 
ernment in 1950, had no> pro- 
blem asf regards Taiwan as the 
Nationalist government had not 
then established itself there. 

France, which recognised 
Peking in 1964 with another 
short communique at a time 
when the Chinese Communists 
were in self-imposed isolation, 
simply dodged the Taiwan qu- 
estion, telling the Chinese 
Communists, in effect that she 
would cross that bridge when 
she came to it. 

That leaves a good number 
of countries, including Japan, 
Canada, Italy, Chile, Peru, Leb- 
anon, Argentina, Greece, Vene- 
zuela, and Brazil in the cate- 
gory of only taking note of the 
Chinese Communist claim, le- 
aving wide open the future 
status of Taiwan.

BANGKOK, March 18 (AFP). — 
A question mark hangs over 
the fate of Laotian King Si 
Savang Vatthana who was ar- 
rested by the Pathet Lao poli- 
tical police on March 12 at 
dawn. The king was arrested 
in the former royal capital of 
Luang Prabang together with 
his wife, his son the crown 
prince and several members of 
the royal family. 

According to a rumour ori- 
ginating from the Thai border 
town of Nong Khai, 27 km. (16 
miles) downstream from Vien- 
tiane, the king and Crown 
Prince Si Savangvong had been 
executed. The rumour was gree- 
ted with reserve and could not 
be confirmed by diplomatic 
sources in Laos. 

As early as last Sunday, Ja- 
panese correspondents reported 
the execution but without quo- 
ting any source. 


Well-informed diplomatic 
sources here said the kiqg and 
the royal family had been, ta- 
ken to Phong Saly, in the nor- 
thern Lao area near the Chi- 
nese border. 

Other sources affirmed how- 
ever that the former head of 
state was taken to Viengsay, 
the Pathet Lao capital during, 
the civil war, near the Vietna- 
mese frontier. 

Diplomatic sources claimed 
that the king's entourage, inc- 
luding. those who are members 
of the royal family,’ had been 
arrested and jailed at Luang 
Prabang, 250 km. (150 miles) 
north of Vientiane. 

Highly-placed sources in Laos 
stated that Laotian security for- 
ces arrested the king to pre- 
empt any possible moves of an- 
ti-communist guerrillas to kid- • 
nap the king and to turn hhn 
into a symbol of the nationalist

Now the Armed Forces 
Band is a huge ensemble of 530 
performers. 

This musical evolution has 
always been on equal footing 
with the development of the 
army. In the begining these 
-were brass and wind-instrum- 
ents; then pipes, drums and 
bagpipes were added. The sol- 
diers were taught music by 
special Jordanian officers, who 
were sent abroad to get a so- 
lid training and a deep musical 
knowledge. 

A SCHOOL OF MUSIC 

After a time, the need for a 
local school of music became 
more and more urgent The Ar- 
med Forces Band acquired its 
own school in 1964. 

The soldier-students have to 
spend two years in this school 
before joining the band. They 
receive theoretical, as well as 
practical musical education. 
The various instruments taught 
are the flute, the trumpet, the 
clarinet, the saxophone, the

cornet, the trombone, the horn, 
the bass and brass instruments 
and the bagpipes. . 

The band is now divided into 
seven groups. Each one is tra- 
ined as an independent orches- 
tra which, from time to time, 
performs for special occasions. 
The seven groups are chiefly 
trained to play together for sp- 
ecial and official events. The 
whole band is also called Naw- 
bet A1 Masa (Night Band), be- 
cause most of the time it per- 
forms at sunset after the low- 
ering of the flag and always 
in the presence of King Hussein. 

A MUSICAL LIBRARY 

Besides the school of music, 
the Armed Force Band has its 
own studio for rehearsals and 
its own library, where one can 
find more than 10,000 scores, 
ranging from classical pieces 
to all kinds of western and 
oriental marches and Arab and 
Jordanian melodies and rhyth- 
ms. The musical arrangmenls 
and the scoring are done by 
members of the ensemble. 
Some of them have also com- 
posed anthems for Jordanian 
army units, especially the Ro- 
yal Military Academy and the 
Special Forces. 

Such a background has cer- 
tainly contributed to the suc- 
cess of the band, as well as to 
the very personal style it has 
developed. The way the musi- 
cians interpret military tunes is 
full of rhythm. And vice ver- 
sa, their interpretation of clas- 
sical and popular pieces reveals 
their dynamism and their ry- 
thmic potentialities. 

The group has been touring 
since 1956. I: has performed 
in England, Egypt, Syria, Leba- 
non, Italy, Turkey, Iran, the 
United States, Spain. Kuwait, 
Bahrain, France and Yemen. To 
its credit are a lot of interna- 
tional awards -- the Golden 
Medal of the Festival of Bari, 
the First Prize at the Festival 
of London in 1955 and a certi- 
ficate of honour from the ma- 
yor of New York.

East Jordan 
road links 
now under 
construction 

AMMAN (JNA). — The Minis- 
try of Public Works is now 
embarking on a number of ma- 
jor road projects in the east- 
ern area of the "’untry. The 
aim is to improve u’ erland ro- 
utes to Iraq, Saudi Arabia and 
the Gulf states and boost trade 
and transit movement, besides 
serving the people in these 
areas. 

The ministry organised a tour 
of these projects for an infor- 
mation team. It visited the 233- 
km. road linking Azraq with 
the Iraqi border. 

The two-lane highway, be- 
gun last summer, will cost JD 8 
million, financed by an Iraqi 
loan. 1 

A new 200-km road linking 
Azraq, Bayir and Jaffer will 
also be constructed under the 
five-year plan. When it is fini- 
shed it will link the Iraqi bor- 
der with the port of Aqaba. 

The Ministry of Public Works 
early this year completed a 56- 
km.-Iong road Unking Azraq 
with the Saudi border.

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VANCOUVER, British Co- 
lumbia. (CSM). — Whereas 
many major cities look like vic- 
tims of self-immolation, Vanco- 
uver, a mating of human ame- 
nity and * natural terrain, 
provides an impelling imagp of 
what self-respect can achieve 
by way of a capacious, cong- 
enial urban environment 

There is no noxious bubble- 
bubble of a sociologist's “melt- 
ing pot” in these parts. Vanco- 
uver has made variety count 

And with an active djgdain 
for unbridied expansion, it has 
had to contain that variety 
withh the compact caress of 
mountains and shoreline, ever 
present reminders of the need 
for stability amid change . 

Folding in and out of the 
undulating contours, or lining 
and defining well-trodden st- 
reets, diverse residential areas, 
commercial districts, and at 
times a combination of the two, 
create an intricate, yet unique- 
ly intimate, lattice work of ex- 
periences. 

As unpretentious as a lum- 
berjack, as polite as a parlia- 
mentarian, Vancouver is a col- 
lection of lively enclaves that 
seem to have been set, with ut- 
most care, along the pathways 
of a vast primor dial garden. 

Dr. Michael Y. Seelig, the 
noted planner, is one of many 
local leaders who have gradu- 
ally made conservation of such 
characteristics a keystone of 
the city’s urban design and 
land development policies. 

But, studying those senti- 
ments, it seems that the out- 
cry is not so much against 
growth itself as it is an out- 
cry for conserving the ameni- 
ties, cultural characteristics, 


and natural assets which they 
truly enjqy. 

This goes well beyond sav- 
ing historic buildings. It me- 
ans determining what people 
treasure in different parts of 
the city. Trees, fences, familiar 
lot sizes, important views -• 
all these may be as Important, 
if not more important, than the 
individual buildings wwVfng up 
an area. 

If planning perceptions can 
begin, as they are here, with 
an understanding of the cha- 
racter of such an area, of the 
social and physical scale it re- 
presents, proposed changes 
can be looked at from the st- 
andpoint of how they can en- 
hance that character - - not just 
from the standpoint of how to 
go about preventing change. 

Indeed, by preserving the 
elements that are important to 
people, and by alleviating the 
fear that everything familiar is 
disappearing, a conservation 
policy can become a means of 
making some types of change 
more “acceptable.” 

For a conservation policy. 
Dr. Seelig*s attitude could be 
construed as being almost ra- 
dical, for it goes to the roots 
of the people. 

Such roots surface in areas 
like Quebec Street which, like 
so much of the city, Is made up 
of single-family houses. It is a 
blue-collar district, the places 
are closely packed along neigh- 
bourly streets, and many of the 
front stoops edge right out to 
the sidewalks. Buzz saws, paint 
brushes, and pruning shears 
are ubiquitous. 

Self-respect put together 
with a lot of self-help has made 
Quebec Street a very classy

And "conservation,” in this 
case, would consist of help- 
ing the community dean up 
each fibre while, at the same 
time, assuring that taller, non- 
resident ial buildings be posi- 
tioned on the skirting streets of 
the area. 

Other roots surface in the 
Shaughnessy District, a rolling 
expanse with irregular, curving 
roadways that are embellished 
with big trees, dense hedges i 
and vine-covered fences. The 
lots are large; the houses, set 
back from streetslde beneath 
the bowers, are subtly resple- 
ndent 

Here is a "suburb” like sub- 
urbs should have been, could 
have been -- except this one 
is in the city itself. One treks 
through the area less aware 
of its exclusivity as a district 
than as its availability as a 
kind of city wide park, notic- 
ing that many others are trek- 
king through as welL 

What the Beatles sang of as 
those "Strawberry Fields For- 
ever” are not, one is convinc- 
ed, some evasive Utopia “out 
there” but a humanly enhanc- 
ing encounter between man 
and nature that is possible 
within existing cities. 

Kitsllano Point is a peninsu- 
la full of proximity between 
varied income groups, housing 
types, public institutions, and 
beach front parks. There is the 
permanent feast of Chinatown, 
with its refurbished Strath- 
cona section. 

Japantown, too, one of Dr. 
Seelig's primary enthusiasms, 
is stirring up the scya with the 
first floor of many disconnec- 
ted, nondescript old dunkers 


being turned into shops or 
restaurants. 

While one sees many down- 
at-tbe heel types languish i n g 
around Oppenheimer Park, the 
city has at least perceived that 
p lanne rs would be short chang- 
ing the district were new buil- 
dings, tike the recent provin- 
cial court, to push out the un- 
ique, positive ethnic and cul- 
tural qualities. 

The challeng e remains as to 
whether an influx of lawyers 
and other professionals, plus 
the inevitable restaurants and 
watering holes to serve them, 
can be dove tailed with the 
prevalent physical scale of Ja- 
pantown. 

Nearby Gastown, the pride of 
historic conservation in Van- 
couver, is a pot-pourri of old 
structures, spry architectural 
characters, that have been re- 
cycled in one of the most im- 
portant examples of sensible 
urban renewal to be found in 
recent years, anywhere. 

Two agencies have the pri- 
mary responsibility for what is 
happening here. One is the dty 
p lanning department, an en- 
lightened coterie of profession- 
als as such bailiwicks of exper- 
tise usually go. 

The second highly innovative 
agency is the social planning 
department, set up nine years 
ago, which is' charged with ev- 
aluating the social impact of 
programmes. It -has ended up 
doing a lot of the actual plan- 
ning itself. 

Here is a “human settlement” 
with poignant meaning for 
those meeting here to turn 
back the tide of urban deso- 
lation --a city where self-res- 
pect and mutual respect have 
become essential to the voc- 
abulary of co mmuni ty plan- 
ners. 


Eurocommunist meeting reasserts 
stand for political independence 


MADRID (CSM). — A reasser- 
tion of their political indepen- 
dence and a soft-pedaling of 
the human rights issue in the 
Soviet bloc marked the unpre- 
cedented summit conference 
here of the leaders of Western 
Europe’s three main "Eurocom- 
munist” parries. 

Attending the March 2 to 3 
meeting were Enrico Berlinguer 
of Italy, Georges Marchais of 
France, and Santiago Carrillo 
of Spain. 

Although some political ob- 
servers had predicted that a 
"Eurocommumst nagnn carta’ 1 
would emerge from the meeting, 
the final document was notab-' 
ly tame and did . not appear 
to have boosted the Spanish 
party’s campaign for legaliza- 
tion. 

fa fact, simultaneous events 
In Spain and abroad may have 
revived doubts whether the Eu- 
rocommunism genuinely stand 
for multi-party democracy or 
are merely paying lip service 
to it as a tactical maneuver to 
win power. 

In a final declaration the 
three leaders: 

- - Expressed solidarity with 
the Spanish party and called 
for a total amnesty of politi- 
cal prisoners in Spain. 

- - Reaffirmed the Eurocom- 
munist parties’ desire for a mul- 
ti-party society and pledged to 
respect democratic freedoms, 
including -freedom of religion, 
free trade unions, and majority 
rule. 

-- Called for an “integral ap- 
plication” of the 1975 Helsinki

declaration on Lav. -West de- 
tente and human rights. Here 
the declaration fell far short 
of what the Spanish Commu- 
nists had hoped for. 

The French and Italian party 
leaders came to Spain amid 
leftist fears that the Spanish 
Communists could lose their 
hattig to win legal recognition. 
Within three weeks Spain's Sup- 
reme Court must decide whe- 
ther the party is totalitarian 
and operating under interna- 
tional discipline, which would 
be contrary to Spanish law. 

Mr. Carrillo reportedly pres- 
sed hard for a final manifesto 
criticising the campaigns ag- 
ainst Soviet and Eastern Euro- 
pean dissidents. But the other 
parties, notably the French, did 
not want an ideological con- 
frontation with a harried Mos- 
cow. In addition, there are clea- 
vages in the Eurocommunist 
movement, due to political 
tightropes each party must 
tread. 

1. The Spanish party's esti- 
mated strength is only 7 to 8 
percent of the electorate, but 
most agree with Mr. Carrillo 
that the party is "an important 
factor in Spain today due to 
its 150,000 well-disciplined mili- 
tants." 

The party helped pioneer Eu- 
' rocommunism. After the Hun- 
garian uprising in 1956 it opted 
far "national reconciliation" and 
veered from Moscow’s line. It 
wants Spanish entry into the 
European Common Market, hed- 
ges on NATO and presently ac- 
cepts the monarchy in Spain. 
But rightists and extreme . left- 
ists recall its actions in the 
1936-39 Spanish Civil War. 

2. The "hard line” French 
Commu n ist Party, which draws 
one-fourth of the vote, hopes 
with its Socialist allies to win 
municipal elections this month 
and perhaps general elections 
in 1978. It shuns Mr. Carrillo's 
rhetoric. 

3. The “moderate" Italian 
Co mm u nis t Party is the biggest 
of the three, winning one-third 
of the vote. The Christian De- 
mocratic government in Italy 
needs its tacit support to stay 
in power. Mr. Berlinguer was 
reportedly reluctant to come to 
Madrid. He has dictapraj him , 
self from Mi*. Carrillo’s com- 
ments. The party has ties with 
the pro-Soviet Portuguese Com- 
munist Party, which was exclu- 
ded from the Madrid summit. 

One theory, that Moscow 
seeks to undermine key Euro- 
communist leaders, gained cre- 
dence from an article in the 
Soviet party newspaper Pravda 
March 1. Pravda milled Wes- 
tern-style party alliances a mere 
stage to communism and urged 
“peaceful violence.” 

The timing was hardly coin- 
odentaL Meanwhile, the Spa- 
nkh government announced 

Jkrck 2 Jhat.it was expelling 
Soviet trade mission official Yu- 
n Pivovarov far "activities in- 
compatible with his official du- 
ties” (meaning espionage). 

StjJ another embarrassment 
was Portuguese Communist Par- 
ty leader Alvaro Cunhal, who 
told Rome’s II Messaggero that 
Eurocommunism is of "a mis- 
taken character” and "will with 
tana end m losing any signifi- 
cance.”

Saudi patrons ignite a modern 
renaissance in architecture 


RIYADH (CSM)- — Like the 
merchant princes of Renais- 
sance Europe, the Saudi Arab- 
ians of today are drawing to- 
gether some of the world's le- 
ading architects, designers, and 
engineers. Their job -- to All 
empty desert spaces with buil- 
dings of splendour. 


“This is the answer to a de- 
signer’s dream,” says Tony 
Irving, a London architect, for- 
merly of Beirut, Lebanon. He 
has worked on scores of the 
palaces, private houses, and 
public buildings now rising in 
a furious outward burst of 
construction on desert spaces 
here, where only sleepy villa- 
ges stood less than a genera- 
tion ago. 


Mr. Tarazi are designing and 
supervising buildings far the 
Saudi Youth and Welfare Ad- 
ministration, which includes 
the Saudi Arabian Olympic 
Committee (this country hopes 
to attract future Olympic Ga- 
mes). 

Another firm, Ian Fraser, 
John Roberts & Partners of 
Britain, has prepared for gov- 
ernment approval of a model 
of an 80,000-seat Olympic st- 
adiuBt.aear Riyadh. 

Weufieplan of West- Germany 

is to manage construction erf 
an entire Olympic sports vil- 
lage. It includes a swimming 
pool, velodrome, indoor and 


outdoor playing fields and cou- 
rts, a motorcycle speedway, 
theatre, mosque, and living 
quarters for thousands of ath- 
letes.

With neither space nor mo- 
ney problems, Saudi Arabia’s 
petrodollar-financed constructi- 
on boom is unprecedented. 
“Here,” says Tony Irving’s Le- 
banese partner, Victor Tarazi, 
who has designed all or a share 
of about 250 separate projects, 
mostly in Riyadh, “you have 
your choice - - from prefabs to 
palatial residences, You can

lage of Jubail, two new ports, 
one industrial, the other com-

South Korea’s Hyundai Con-

Consulting engineers for the 
Jubail projects are Sir William

earth fill and rode, and the 
construction of highways.

Floor areas of 
30,000 square feet are quite 
usual. 


“When I visited Washington, 
D.C., a couple of years ago,” 
recalls Mr. Tarazi,' "I was a 
bit taken aback by how small 
the White House seemed -- I 
had just finished working on a 
design for a house with a din- 
ing hall for 500 people!”

OECD predicts Britain will yet

PARIS, March 18 (R). — De- 
bt-ridden Britain faces another 
bleak year with rising unemp- 
loyment, double-figure infla- 
tion and sharply dedining 
household incomes -- but bet- 
ter days are drawing nearer. 

This is the message of the 
Organisation for Economic. Co- 
operation and Development CO- 
EC D), the industrial world's 
major economic forecasting un- 
it, in its annual report on Bri- 
tain published here today. 

The OECD sees North Sea 
ofl as Britain’s saviour. It re- 
ckons the impact of the on 
bonanza on the country’s ba- 
lance of payments will be so 
great that Britain could even- 
tually have a balance of pay- 
ments surplus problem- 

“There could come a point 
at which toe large a surplus, 
consequent upon slow growth, 
could bring along with it pro- 
blems of its own,” the OECD 


experts warn. 

A balance of payments sur- 
plus would make London more 
attractive as a ffnanrial cen- 
tre, encourage big capital in- 
flows and push up the value of 
the pound. This would make 
British exports more expensive 
and less competitive abroad 
and. In torn, discourage invest- 
ment -

growth, declines in real dis- 


posable income and Increases 
in unemployment,” the report 
says.

Gold began to regain its in- 
vestment attractions in last au- 
tumn’s exchange market' uphea- 
vals and on fears of a new bout 
of inflations as industrial eco- 
nomies recovered from reces- 
sion.

Indian elections open 




NEW DELHI, March 18 (AFP). 
— Another 65 constituencies 
went to the polls in the sixth 
Indian parliamentary elections 
today and first reports said 
polling was fair to heavy and 
free from serious Incidents. 


A total of 300 million voters 
in the north Indian states of 
Uttar Pradesh and Bihar and 
Nagaland, in the northeast, we- 
re involved in today's ballot- 
ing. 


Yesterday the commission 
had ordered a re-poll, for the 
same reasons, in 18 stations in 
the states of Bihar, West Ben- 
gal, Uttar Pradesh and Hary- 
ana. They included polling bo- 
oths in the constituency of 
Amethi, where Prime Minister 
Mrs. Indira Gandhi's controver- 
sial son, San jay, was a candi- 
date for the ruling Congress 
Party.

Indian scientists announce 6th 
satellite of Uranus discovered 


NEW DELHI, March 18 (A- 
FP). — Two Indian scientists 
have discovered an unknown 
satellite of the planet Uranus, 
it was officially announced here 
yesterday. 

The scientists, Dr. J. C Bhat- 
tachaiya and Dr. S. Kuppu- 
swamy, at the Indian Institute 
of As tr op h ysics in Bangalore, 
south India, discovered the sat- 
ellite at tiie institute’s KavaHnr 
Observatory, the announcement 
said. 

The announcement said 
the new satellite Is about 30 
kms. in diameter and Is the 
“inner-most satellite” to Uran- 
us. 

Uranus is already known to 
have five > ahJiifps. Titania. 
Oberon, Ariel, Umbriel and Mi- 
randa. The last was discovered 
on Feb. 16, 1948, by an Ame- 
rican astronomer, Dr. G. P. 
Kupler. 

No name has yet been given 
to the sixth satellite which, 
the announcement said, has an 
orbital period of about 10 
hours. 

The new-found satellite of 
Uranus, the announcement 
said. Is too faint to be seen 
with a present day telescope. 
It may be a good object “for 
observation by future fly-by 
missions to Uranus,” the an- 
ouncement said. 


The astronomers detected 
the satellite “from the sudden 
dim inflati on that it caused in 
the light of a star that was 
expected to be occulted by 
Uranus sometime later,” the 
announcement said.

Close contest expected in Sunday’s

PARIS. March 18 (AFP). — 
Run-offs in toe French muni- 
cipal elections this Sunday pro- 
mise to be closely contested 
between the governing coali- 
tion and the opposition allian- 
ce of Communists and Socia- 
lists. 

In Paris, tension has subsid- 
ed within the ruling coalition, 
which groups the Gaulllst Par- 
ty beaded by former Prime Mi- 
nister Jacques Chirac and fol- 
lowers of President Valery Gis- 
card d’Estaing’s Independent 
Republican Party. 

Mr. Chirac, 45, appeared as- 
sured of becoming mayor of the 
capital and using the office as 
a rallying point to launch the 
campaign for parliamentary el- 
ections due in one year. 

The parliamentary vote cou-

Republic founded by Gen. 
Charles de Gaulle in 1958 by 
giving the leftist coalition a 
majority in toe National As- 
sembly (lower house).
